Recommendations ane being made 
by the provincial insurance depart- 
ment that amendments to the A‘ber- 
ta insurance act, with respect to hail 
insunance, be intnoduced at the next 
session of the yegialature. The chang~ 
es asked for are along the line of le- , 
galizing some form,of deductable ; 
policy, whereby the, farmer himself 
will carry a portion ef.hbia liability. 

Action of this kind.is negarded as 
necassary because of the umsatisfact- 
ory condition in which the hail insur- 
ance business is finding itself at the 
present time. The season of 1930 has 
been, it seems, a specially unfortun 
ate ome, with an umusual number of: 
storms that swept over large areas 
of the province and déstroyed much | 
of the crop. | 

As a result, the companies doing | 
haij insurance business have bec | 
hard hit, with losses of moie than a 
miliion dollars, The municipal and 
mutual insurance systems have, it 
is understood, been similarby affected. 

Notwithstanding high rates of in- | 
surance imposed, running from 10 to 
20 per cent of the coverage in nd 
changed areas the companies revenue 
from ‘premiums has not been suftic- | 
ient to pay the josses. The percentage 
of loss has been 111.24, to which 
must be added the cost of doing busi- 
ness. 

Farmers insured with the associa- 
ted companies have received indem- 
| nities it is stated of approximately 
$10.29 for every $9.25 they have paid 
in rates. 

Henry Brace provincial superin- 
tendent of insurance, salys the ques- 
tion was fully discussed at a meet- 
ing of the executive of the Canadian | 
Hail Undenwriters’ association in Re- 
gina, which be attended and at which 
tne companies’ representatives re- 
ported frankly that wibile they do not 
wish to pull out of the prairie prov- 
inces they cannot continue to do busi 
ness without some further protection.
